detail here the reasons or the method usedlin determining the value per share
of $46.3946. |

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commis- -
sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Haskew decision;
that she was an American national at the requisite times; that she has been
the owner of 200 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucarera Vertientes-Camaguey *
de Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and that she suffered a loss in the
aﬁount of § 9,278.92 within the meaning of Title V. of the Act. Further, .
the Commission finds thaf the amount of loss sustained shall be increased b&
interest thergpn~at the Tate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of'

loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.
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CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that JOYCE DORIS HARVEY suffered a loss,
as a result of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of
Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,
in the amount of Nine Thousand Two Hundred Seventy-Eight Dollars and -
Ninety-Two Cents ($9,278.92) with interest at 6% per annum from August 6,
1960 to the date of settlement.
